The adventurous journey was conducted into 2 separate 
batches for girls and boys; 102 girls in the April holidays 
and 76 boys in the August holidays. On Friday 16% 
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September 2022, Droopnath Ramphul State College 
organised its Duke of Edinburgh Silver Award 
Ceremony where 179 participants were awarded.

Although 2020 and 
2021 have been largely dominated by the Covid-19 
pandemic, some of our Grade 13 girls had completed a 
seties of hands-on work sessions with the Mauritius 
Research and Innovation Council. They have been

Simplified Antenna 


for Satellite 
Communication and 
Ground Station 
Operation”. The 
students obtained 
certificates of 
participation and 


brought back the 
antenna to DRSC. 


Our science students of Grade 10 have witnessed how 
the antenna was used to receive signals from satellites 
and were able to capture its first image of a cyclone in 
the Mozambique Channel in March 2021. 


This project is still ongoing and is being led by Mrs. Imrit 
(HOD Physics). 


Activities by the Science Club continued to bloom 
throughout the year 2022. The Travelling Exhibition Fly 
me into Space’ was set up in our school gymnasium by 
the Rajiv Gandhi Science Centre for a week. 


Science students of Grade 10 developed several projects 
for our school Science Exhibition 2022. The Physics, 


Chemistry and Biology departments collaborated to 
make this event successful.
